Between $650,000 and $750,000 
worth of Atlanta business property, 
now under lease to the postoffice de- 
partment, would be affected under the 
proposal Postmaster-General Brown 
has submitted to President Hoover, 
which contemplates outright purchase 
of property on which the government 
is now paying more than $6,000 rent 
a year. 

Property in Atlanta on which the 
government is paying a rental of $6,- 
000 or above includes Station B, for 
which it pays $23,000; the garage at 
the same station, which is rented for 
$6,000 annually, and the transfer 
rooms at the Terminal station, which 
Postmaster E. K. Large estimated the 
rent at $25,000 annually. 

Mr. Large said he had no definite 
information as to the property which 
probably would be involved here, but 
that he knew such a program had been 
under the postmaster-general’s consid-

The recommendations were con- 
tained in an exhaustive report on the 
postoffice lease situation which was 
requested by President Hoover last 
March after charges were aired in 
congress that the government was be- 
ing defrauded of millions of dollars 
by professional bidders on postoffice 
lease contracts. 

Brown defended contracts made 
with professional bidders, but  saicd 
there had been cases where bond is- 
sues floated by the lessors had ex- 
ceeded the fair valuation of the prop- 
erties, and added it was “cases like 
these which have been responsible for 
the criticism which has in recent 
months been directed at the entire 
leasing policy.”’ 

“The fact seems to be,” he said, 
“that if criticism may perly he 
leveled at any phase of this transac- 
tion it goes to the lessor’s financing 
methods, not to the terms of the con- 
tract between the lessor and the gov- 
ernment.”

Lease Being Probed. | 
This lease was the hub around | 
which the congressional controversy 
revolved last session and is now be- 
ing investigated by the special senate 
committee headed by Senator Blaine, 
republican, Wisconsin, along with the 
hundreds of other government leases.

Declares 


Second Primaries Held 
Only in Cases of Senato- 
rial and Gubernatorial 
Candidates, Harrison Is 
Told. 


The contest between’ William B. 
Harrison and Homer C. Parker for 
the office of comptroller-general can 
not be submitted to a second primary 
because of legal provisions, G. Ed 
Maddox, chairman of the democratic 
state executive committee, said in a 
letter mailed to Harrison from Rome 
Wednesday night. 

Any decision in the ‘controverted 
primary result of September 10, the 
chairman suggested, must come from 
the state convention of the party Oc- 
tober 17, at which time, he pointed 
out, the only matters to be considered 
would be the question of accurate 
consolidation of votes, or to pass upon 
errors that may be discovered by 
county committees in those counties 
in which contests have been filed. 

At no place in his letter, however, 
did the state chairman indicate that 
he would initiate the controversy be- 
fore the convention. 

‘arlier in the day Harrison had 
filed with Mrs. Bessie Anderson, see- 
retary of the state executive commit- 
tee, a formal “petition, protest and 
contest” of the vote in Wilkinson 
county during’ the regular primary, 
thus assuring a fight for the office 
he seeks when the state convention 
is held October 17. 

Maddox’s communication was in re- 
ply to 9 formal request of Harrison 
that a seeond primary be ordered by 
the state committee, to be held on Oc- 
tober 1, at the same time the runover 
in the gubernatorial race is to be 
held.

Citing the primary laws of the 
state, Chairman Maddox pointed out 
that provision for second primaries is 
mace only in cases of candidates for 
United States senate and governor. 
Other statehouse candidates who ex- 
perience a tie vote of county-unit bal- 
lots are embraced in the general pri- 
mary law, but in this event, he said, 
the code provides that the popular 
vote shall determine the winner. 

‘As I see it,” he wrote, “under the 
terms of the primary law above re- 
ferred to, the state committee is in- 
ferentially, if not expressly, prohibit- 
ed from so doing (ordering a second 
primary.)”

Nicholas Roosevelt, Cen- 
ter of Philippine Strife, 
Is Named Minister to 
Hungary. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—(4)— 
Nicholas Roosevelt, New York edito- 
rial writer, about whose head a storm 
of protest raged several months ago 
when he was named vice governor of 
the Philippines, resigned from that 
post today and was appointed by 
President Hoover as minister to Hun- 


gary. 
He will succeed J. Butler Wright, 


former assistant secretary of state, 
who is being transferred from Buda- 
pest to serve as minister to Uruguay. 

Roosevelt’s resignation and new ap- 
pointment came even before he had 
departed for his Philippine assign- 
ment. 

His nomination as assistant to Gov- 
ernor General Davis was sent to the 
senate last July, a few days before 
the session closed. Immediately pro- 
tests against confirmation flooded the 
senate territories committee. 
came from Philippine independence 
leaders both in the islands and the 
United States and objected. principal- 
ly to Roosevelt’s writings on the in- 
dependence movement. 

Chairman Gingham, of the terri- 
tories committee, said hearings on the 
nomination would have been necessary 
and postponed efforts to obtain con- 
firmation until the next session. 

In his letter of resignation, Roose- 
velt said Philippine leaders had broad- 
cast “misrepresentations” of his 
views, and that this “one-sided prop- 
aganda has tended to create in the 
Philippine Islands a state of mind 
prejudicial to my present usefulness 
as vice governor.” 


Rather than have a” controversy: 


over his views complicate fundamen- 
tal Philippine issues to come up for 
consideration at the next session or 
embarrass Philippine American rela- 
tions, Roosevelt said he believed his 
services would be more useful else- 
where. 

In accepting the resignation, Presi- 
dent Hoover said he appointed Roose- 
velt vice governor because of his 
knowledge of Philippine conditions. 
He added he appreciated the “unself- 
ish spirit that has prompted your 
withdrawal.” 

Roosevelt said in his letter of res- 
ignation that he accepted the Phil- 
ippine post “with an open mind, anx- 
ious to do what I could to further 
Philippine-American relations, which 
have been for years my _ special 
study.” | 

Roosevelt, a Harvard graduate, has 
served the United States abroad on 
two previous occasions. From 1914 
to 1916 -he was an attache in the 
American embassy in Paris. After 
the armistice he was chosen a mem- 
ber of the Austr6-Hungarian field 
commission of the American commis- 
sion to negotiate peace. 

He served in the war as captain 
in the 322nd infantry. In 1921 he 
joined the editorial staff of the New 
York Tribune and two years later 
transferred to the New York Times. 

He is the author of three books on 
America’s international affairs. 


Winter’s F irst Snow 


Blankets Winnipeg

POLIPE TO TRACE 
SHOTGUN. FOUND 
BY KUBLER’S CAR 


Suicide or Murder Ques- 
tion Unanswered — In- 
quest Will Be Held Fri- 


day Morning. 


Decision to trace the sale of the 
shotgun used in the mysterious,death 
Wednesday morning of .George A. 
Kubler, insurance agent and former 
executive of the American Express 
Company, caused Coroner E. Thomas, 
of DeKalb county, to continue the in- 
quest into the puzzling case until 10 
o’clock Friday morning. 

Continuance of the official: inquiry 
was announced after several witnesses 
had testified at the hearing begun be- 
fore 
Wednesday afternoon. The nature of 
the testimony of all witnesses failed 
to include a_ scintilla of evidence 
which would intimate that Kubler had 
reason for taking his own life, it was 
said. 

Friends and associates of Kubler 
Wednesday discounted reports that 
the slain man may have had a large 
sum of money on his person at the 
time he met death. It was pointed out 
that the nature of his insurance work 
entailed only the deposit of small 
amounts in the bank with which his 


concern carried accounts representing 


premiums paid by policyholders, and 
that such sums as he usually carried 
were of modest figures. 
Maddox Declared Suicide. 
Prior to considering the Kubler 
the DeKalb county -coroner’s 


in the death of A. L. Maddox, 38, 
veteran of the World War, who was 
found dead in bed at his home on 
Flat Shoals road Friday morning, a 
discharged. pistol lying beside his 
head. 

A third. tragedy involving an At- 
lantan was reported in dispatches 
Wednesday from Oklahoma City, 
where W. QO. Carnley, 50, described 
as a “monument salesman,” shot him- 


self through the heart as he was 
driving his car in a business thorough- 
fare of the western city. 

Motive Absent. 


Lack of any apparent reason for 
suicide caused DeKalb county inves- 
tigators to withhold an official de- 
cision in the death of Kubler. Sheriff 
Jake Hall, however, maintained his 
early theory of self-destruction in this 
tragedy, pointing out that Kubler 
could have braced the 12-gauge shot- 
gun against the door of his small 
coupe, pulled the trigger with a foot, 
and explained the presence of the 
heavy weapon some distance outside 
the automobile by reason of its re- 
coil. / 

This theory was not accepted by 
Mrs. Kubler, who declared that she 
knew of no reason why her husband 
should have slain himself. She said 
that the shotgun found beside the car 
on Parkwood road was not the prop- 
erty of her husband; that he had a 
pistol at home and that the smaller 
weapon was in its customary place 
Wednesday morning. 

Widow Testifies. 


Mrs. Kubler’s testimony was given 
at the coroner’s hearing. She said 
that on Tuesday night she and her 
husband had played bridge at their 
home with a few friends, the card 
game lasting until] after 11 o'clock. 
She pictured her husband as having 
been in the best of spirits and health, 
asserting that no trouble of any sort 
existed that would have caused him 
worry. On the contrary, she said, he

CHIEF MUSSOLIN 
AIDE QUITS POST 


Turati Gives Up Impor- 
tant Secretary’s Post 
Held Since 1926. 


ROME, Sept. 24.—(4)—Giovanni 
Battista Giuriati, for a year president 
of the chamber of deputies, tonight 
became the second most important 
secular figure in Italy as holder of 
his new position—secretary general of 
the fascist. party. . 

He succeeded Augusto Turati, sec- 
retary since May, 1926, whose resig- 
nation was announced this afternoon. 

Turati, in a letter to Premier Mus- 
solini, said: “Almost five years of 
the direction of the party are long 
and exhausting for whoever wishes 
with all his heart to work in the 
rhythm that you have impressed on 
Italian life.” 

Premier Mussolini replied in cold, 
formal Italian, not in keeping with the 
affectionate way he often addressed 
Turati: 

“I recognize that after nearly five 
years of uninterrupted fecund activity 
you have almost the right to ask for 
a change in order to re-enter the 
ranks of the blackshirts.”’ : 

The duce then nominated Turati to 
the fascist grand council which is the 
supreme organ of the state. 

The formal taking over of office 
will take place October 8 at Vidoni 
palace, at which the premier prom- 


‘ised a fascist demorstration. | 
News of Turati’s resignation and 


Giuriati’s appointment came with 


startling suddenness. 

Turati, considered as the second 
most powerful r man in Italy, 
was virtually directing head of the 
fascist party, although, of course, he 
was answerable to Premier Mussolini. 
It was he who was largely respon- 
sible for the new statutes of the party, 
the constitution of the intersyndical 
committees (liaison committees linking 
the employers’ and employes’ organi- 
zations); the enrollment of university 
fascists and the development of fascist 
groups in the_ colonies. 

Although not one of the leaders of 
the famous march on Rome, he was 
among the first chieftains of fascism, 
organizing fascist groups in 
He is 39 years old. 

Giuriati, who is 54, was an early 
leader of i in Venice and led 
the Venetian legions in the march 
on Rome. He was néminated minister 
of public works in 1925 and last 


year was made president of the cham- 
ber of deputies.

Powers Suspend Efforts 
To Reach. Naval Limita- 


GENEVA, Sept. 24—-(UN)—The 
negotiations between representatives 
of France and Italy for a naval 
agreement which would permit both 
nations to join the limitations clauses 
of the London naval treaty were in- 
definitely suspended today. 

Official announcement of the sus- 
pension was made after several days 
in which it had become steadily more 
apparent that no progress was heing 
made in the conversations. * 

The Italian spokesman said the ne- 
gotfations had been of an optimistic 
trend despite the fact that they were 


suddenly halted by the refusal of 
France to accept the latest Italian of- 
fer, which would have allowed France 
a naval superiority of more than 100,- 
000 tons until 1936. 

The superiority would not have 
been as beneficial to France as might 
have appeared, 
tribution of tonnage was understood to 
conflict with French needs. 

It was said that, on August 27, 
France sent a suggestion to the French 
experts here indicating the “peter pe ee 
would accept parity in number of ships 
under 10, tons—the size of the 
large cruisers. Later Italians sub- 
mitted an official acceptance from 
their government and were hopeful of 
concluding the negotiations which 
would be considered a far-reaching 
step in the general disarmament plans 
of the League of Nations. 

The Italian spokesman said France 
reviewed the offer of numerical parity, 
made by Italy, in regard to a sched- 
ule for small ships only, and refused 
to accept it. The tonnage for each 
category of ships as set forth in the 
Italian counter-offer was not disclosed 
but it was inferred that the offer con- 
templated distribution of tonnage 
among the smaller units.

Officials learn- 
ed from a number of sources, however, 
that Gray long had seemed to resent 
orders from the man who, nine years 
his junior, was yet in authority over 
him. They barely spoke to each other 
and were careful that their extra-office 
affairs did not bring them together.

REED AGAIN SOUNDS 
STATES 'RIGHTS CLARION 


BY FRANCIS M. STEPHENSON. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—@)— 
Less government in business and a re- 
turn of power to the states were ad- 
vocated today by James A. Reed, Mis- 
souri democratic warrior, as he dis- 
cussed public questions upon his re- 
turn from a vacation trip to Europe. 

Confronted with pleas from friends 
that he return to publie life, the for- 
mer senator and presidential candi- 
date replied: 


“[ am back in Kansas City where 
I want to be and I am very well con- 
tented.” But the old gleam came to 
his eyes as the silver-haired veteran 
parried questions with newspapermen 
over public issues and he showed an 
intense interest in the problems of the 
day. He said he probably would par- 
ticipate in the fall campagn. 

“Prohibition?” he asked back. “I 
think it is perfectly obvious that the 
American people have given this law 
very thorough trying out and that 
it has been found to be the ghastliest 
failure in the last half century of leg- 
islation. Repeal the eighteenth amend- 
ment and as a preliminary to that 
repeal the Volstead act.” 

The subject of state and local gov- 
ernment, however, drew first fire from 
Reed as he discussed present economic 
conditions, 


“As soon as we begin to recognize 
that the various states can run their 
business better than a number of men 
gathered in Washington, many of 
whom lave never seen the other states, 
then the better it is going to be for 
us,” he asserted. “I think this is a 
very great movement for the good of 
the American people‘and that it is al- 
most enough for one administration. 


“The sooner we realize that the gov- 
ernment can’t run the business of the 
people and that practically every in- 
terference results is disaster, today as 
— the ages, the wiser we will 

ee 


Reed assailed the federal reserve 
board for lending government credit 
to the “riot of speculation in the stock 
exchange” which preceded the col- 
lapse of prices a year ago and he 
blamed the republican administration 
“for inviting” participation in this 
“riot” by the public through the issu- 
ance of statements declaring the re- 
sources of the country “unlimited.” 

The Missourian said President Hoo- 
ver “frightened everyone and spread 
alarming news abroad” by calling in 
the “captains of industry” last fall 
and “telling them to save us.” 

“It was just netice to all the 
world that our edifice was toppling 
and had to be helped by a few men— 
to be saved by a class of men who 
always take advantage of such situa- 
tions to gather money for themselves.” 

Reed said the attack by Secretary 
Hyde on Russia “for sefling wheat” 
and his plea to thé people to eat more 
food came under the classification of 
“humor. 

He added his brief visit to Geneva 
had “strengthened my conviction that 
we were right when we kept out of 
the League of Nations.” 

As for prohibition, Reed slammed 
the table and said, “The time has 
come when that has got to be an 
issue and every man and woman who 
runs for public office ought to state 
his views on it.” 

Declining to discuss proposals that 
he run again for the democratic pres- 
idential nomination or consider re- 
turning to the senate two years 
hence, Reed said he would be glad

There are some 300,000 reasons, to 
use round figures, why the state of 
Georgia should stage a great home- 
coming in connection with the cele- 
bration of its 200th birthday and, if 
that fails, ‘the same number of rea- 
sons why it ought to employ a horde 
of private detectives. 

For, according to the interpretation 
of the state board of health, there are 
just—to continue the round number 
game—300,000 native born Georgians 
who are missing after Dr. Steuart and 
his meticulous census calculators have 
discovered that Georgia, in 10 years, 
gained only 6,295 persons, net. 


The board of health, for instance, 
proves eloquently that the late Theo- 
dore R velt’s preachments about 
race suicide fell on fertile soil. ‘The 
board, counting up the achievements 
of a decade. finds that 619,514 chil- 
dren were born between 1920 and 
1930. 

And only 326,866 persons died in 
the same period. 

So, the- arithmetical problem is: 
Take the 619,514 births, subtract the 
326,866 deaths and then add the net 


10-year increase in population of 
6,295 and there are. 286,353 native 
born Georgians either lost, strayed 
or stolen. : 

Some, possibly, missed the call of 
the enumerators. Others, undoubted- 
ly, have gone to foreign lands. Others, 
it, seems, came in after the 1920 count 
and left before the 10-year encore of 
the census man. 

Still, this does not account for the 
scores of people you know—and your 
neighbor knows—who have moved into 
Georgia from other states since 1920. 
Some came because of the drouth. 
The stock market brought others. It 
isn’t the best of social form to inquire 
too closely why others picked. on 
Georgia as a haven of rest, and 
aspired to say, e pluribus unum, “It’s 
Great to be a Georgian.” 

But for the great quantity which 
succeeded sin. negotiating the seventh 
grade it is‘more fun than miniature 


golf to sit down and figure out what , 


happened to the 300,000 missing 
natives.

17. Avy such statements, or infer- 
ences to be drawn therefrom, are 
wholly unwarranted. We did not un- 
dertake to declare who was the noum- 
inee, nor was any statement made 
that a nomination would be declared 
by the state committee for the reason 
that in our opinion that was a mat- 
ter, under the law and customs of 
the party, for the state convention, 
which will be held in Macon on Octo- 
ber 17. 
| “Under the primary act above re-

Allocation of Vote. 


“Insofar as the allocation of the 
county. unit vote of Wilkinson county 
is concerned, this was done upon the 
certified statement of the chairman, 
secretary and practically -every mem- 
ber of the county committee; that a 
mere clerical error had been made in 
the first return, and that it was 
amended so as to speak the truth. 
Mrs. Anderson and [ deemed our 
selves bound by this certificate. 

“IT have gone into the foregoing 
matter in detail because*of the sug- 
gestion, made in your letter, that 
the names of General Parker and 
yourself be placed on the ballots in 
the second primary to be held on 
October 1.

Decided by Unit Votes. 

He also pointed out that every 
state house nomination in the past 
had been decided by unit votes and 
that in; the recent primary “nearly 
63,000 qualified electors did not vote 
for either General Parker or me, On 
the county unit basis 44 county unit 
votes were not accredited either to 
General Parker or me.” 

Parker has what he terms “friend- 
ly” contests on file in eight counties, 
one of them Wilkinson. He is con- 
testing first figures released there “to 
prove conclusively that the error was 
purely clerical, and not a matter of 
fraud.” When he filed his contests 
Parker said he would withdraw them 
if Harrison withdrew his. Other 
than the announcement that he would 
oppose any such move, Parker re- 
fused to comment further. 

Run-off Proposal. 

Harrison said he proposed that a 
run-off should be held in conjunction 
with the October 1 contest for the 
gubernatorial nomination in the spirit 
of the principle of majority rule. He 
said the full election machinery would 
be necessary for the governor’s race 
and that the addition of the contest 
for his office would not cause addi- 
tional proparations. 

Harrison said as he understood the 
situation thus far the chairman and 
secretary of the committee had pub- 
lished the official consolidation, cred- 
iting Wilkinson county to Parker “en- 
tirely on such information as was be- 
fore the officials of the state com- 
mittee at the time the consolidation 
was made and without consideration 
to the merits or lack of merits in- 
volved in the controversy.”

Impatient Demonstration 
Marks Moves Toward 
Conference. 


GENEVA, Sept. 24.—(#)=~A vehe- 
ment and sometimes impatient demon- 
stration, urging the hastening of the 
League of Nations’ disarmament pro- 
gram and early calling of a general 
conference for reduction and limita- 
tion of armaments, was witnessed in 
the league assembly's disarmament 
committee tonight. 

From this rally there arose a prom- 
ise of J. J. Loudon, chairman of the 
preparatory disarmament: comnniss ion, 
that the commission would meet: No- 
vember 3 and fervidly seek to finish 
its task of clearing the way for a con- 
e .3 of all nations to construct a 
scheme of general disarmament. Voices 
from countries. that were nettral dur- 
ing the World War joined those from 
states which were disarmed by the 
war in the demand that the league 
should get along quickly its long de- 
layed purpose of inducing nations to 
lay aside their fighting. , 

After a frank outburst of impatient 
criticism. from Count Bernstorff, of 
Germany, who declared that the pre- 
paratory commission “has done noth- 
ing,” Viscount Cecil, representing 
Great Britain, counselled patience and 
urged that the preliminary. work 
should be well and thoroughly done.

League To Undertake 
Economic Survey 


GENEVA, Sept. 24.—(/)—The 
league of nations, through its economic 
organization, will undertake a world- 
wide study of the present. economic 
depression with a view to ascertain- 
ing its causes. . 

The league's economic committee, in 
authorizing the investigation yester- 
day, said it would be entirely techni- 
cal and free from all political associa- 
tion. The proposal far the study was 
made by the Indian gelegation but was 
adopted unanimously. 

“The assembly is impressed by the 
seriousness of the present situation,” 
the resolution said, “by the gen- 
eral recession of employment and 
trade, by the constant recurrence of 
such periods of economic depression 
and the failure up to the present of 
discovering any concerted means for 
averting the losses incurred.” ' 

The league’s financial committee 
gold delegation published its report, 
indicating probability of a shortage of 
new gold for monetary purposes by 
the year 1934.

The Dreyfus Affaire which divided 
Frenchnien once in two hostile camps 
is not dead yet. Not only have the 
films seized upon it as a fine and 
picturesque vehicle for a fascinating 
screen drama, but the League of the 
Rights of Man has asked M. Briand 
to open the archives of the ministry 
of foreign affairs at last so that the 
innocence of Captain Dreyfus may be 
clearly and indisputably established. 
The leagtie was pronipted in this re- 
quest because the e ‘reme nationalist 
elements in France who, through 
their newspapers, have rever ceased 
to label Captain Dreyfus as a traitor 
and a Jewish conspirator who was 
out to corrupt the French army and 
deliver it in the hands of Germany. 
They say Dreyfus was never vinéi- 
cated by a court of law. His convie- 
tion was simply quashed by a govern- 
ment in which Dreyfus’ partisans 
had the mye: 4 which is indeed 
true enough. The league of rights, 
therefore, comes forward with a prop- 
osition to open the books now that 
passions have been calmed, in order 
that Dreyfus may still know before 
he dies that his country vindicated 
him. He is an old man, frail and 
sickly. He has always said: “My 
innocence will be established before 
my death. It has never been doue 
so far, for I am still attacked.” And 
what do the anti-Dreyfusards, the 
men who made capital out of the 
case and turned it into an anti- 
Semitic movement say now? ‘They 
say: “Why rake up all that old 
stuff. Leave it in the dusty dossiers 
of the foreign ministry. Why should 
we risk a new bitter quarrel between 
Frenchmen over this Jew.” But that 
is not the question at all. Dreyfus is 
a human being who-has been griev- 
ously wronged. To right that wrong, 
said Zola, France must make repara- 
tion, even if in doing so she should 
have to tear out her own vitals.

President [Ilindenburg has become 
a very Parisian personage these days 
of pre-election activity and. subse- 
quent political manipulations in the 
reich. There has not been a day for 
a month without one or more papers 
printing his photograph on the front 
page.

A HELPING HAND GIVEN. 

The decision of the intermediate 
land credit banks to advance to cot- 
ton growers 75 per cent of the 
market price of their tenderable cot- 
ton should enable many of the farm- 
ers to carry their crop measurably 
well while waiting for a high mar- 
ket. 

True, the price of cotton now is 
very low and unremunerative to the 
growers, but as the business skies 
clear up and the world demand for 
cotton grows more. appreciable, 
every cotton grower should use his 
restraint and retrenchments to the 
uttermost to intern his cotton for a 
better market that seems sure to 
come before next seeding time. 

The south generally is growing 
slowly out of entire dependence 
upon the cotton crop for its pros- 
perity, but to the end of time cot- 
ton is inevitably to be an essential 
staple enlarging the industries and 
wealth of these states and people 
adapted for its best culture. 

Right now the relief from dump- 
ing pressure offered by the inter- 
mediate land credit banks must be 
welcome to many thousands of cot- 
ton growers and if the relief can 
be availed of by them generally it 
will go far to bring the consumers 
of raw cotton into the buying line 
with better prices. 

In the situation, also, there should 
emerge a lesson for cotton planters 
corroborating often-urged advice 
that they will best serve their in- 
dividual welfare by hereafter mak- 
ing their cotton their surplus crop, 
with ability to hold it in hand until 
it can be sold for a sure profit.

All of which could be readily ad- 
mitted. They were popular men with 
their constituents and could be trust- 
ed to honestly represent the political 
name of their people and do nothing 
to shame or injure them. 

“Yes, he is a good man and can be 
relied upon to carefully attend to any 
business his constituents have with the 
government at Washington.” 

How often I have heard that is a 
large and ludicrous figure. It im- 
ports that what the people want in a 
senator and a_ representative is a 
“fetch and carry boy” to do private 
errands for them to the public au- 
thorities of the federal departments.

What a True Statesman Isn’t. 


A real statesman is not an elected 
combined butler. repair man and mes- 
senger for a whole state or district. 
No one who knew such men as Ben 
Hill, Isham Harris, John Daniel, 
George of Mississippi, Morgan of Ala- 
bama, and Reagan of Texas, ever saw 
them, or thought of them, spending 
three-fourths to nine-tenths of their 
time in Washington dodging in and 
out of departments to do some petty 
errand for an insistent voter back 
home. 

When I was serving Ben Hill in 
the senate all such _ letters were 
promptly referred to the proper cab- 
inet or bureau officer with the request 
that he have it properly answered— 
and that ended its career in the Ben 
Hill office.

The Marks of a Statesman. 
Edmund Burke, himself an immor- 
tal Irish-British statesman, said: 
“A disposition to preserve, and an 
ability to improve, taken together, 
would be my standard of a states- 
man.” ° 
But Pope gave a picture more to 
my liking when he wrote of one: 
“Statesman, yet friend to truth, of soul 
sincere, 
In action faithful, and in bonor clear; 
Who broke no promise, sery'’d no private 


end, 
Who gain’d no title, 
friend 
Ennobled by himself, by all approv’d!’’ 

Better, however, than either is the 
saying so often quoted, that— 

“He is the true statesman who 
seeks with all ardor -and faithfulness 
not to keep things of the state sim- 
ply what they are, but to make them 
0 they ought to be!” 

Heaven should witness that such 
are the statesmen we most need in 
Georgia and in America today. 


We Do Not Need Statesmen. 


We have ceased to produce states- 
men in the south, with only occa- 
sional exceptions, because we do not 
need them. No one-party state needs 
even one national statesman. The 
course of its events are predetermined 
by the fact that the dominant party 
has no opposition to call out initiative 
and develop the rare, rich qualities of 
high statecraft. 

Here in Georgia, for instance, there 
is no special inducement for a public 
man to become a great interpreter of 
the constitution, to study the plans 
and specifications for highly construc- 
tive legislation, or for formulating 
and advocating eminently progressive 
measures to make a nobler common- 
wealth. 

He knows such studies and efforts 
will be “love's labor lost,’ so he 
ignobly hunts the stronger faction of 
the day and tries to ride it to a good 
office. Success in that makes a mod- 
ern Georgia statesman—God save the 
mark!

York Shortly. 


When Dr. Hangs Luther, president 
of the reichsbank, meets the heads of 
the Bank of England and the Bank 
of France and the federal reserve of- 
ficials in New York shortly, the ques- 
tion of gold distribution will cause 
plenty of discussion. 

The published repom of the gold 
delegation of the League of Nations 
is now out. Its conclusion—that 
there is a real possibility of a short- 


age of new gold for monetary pur- 
poses within four years—will be care- 
fully analyzed and discussed. 

George E. Roberts, vice president 
of the National City Bank of New 
York, is the American member of the 
committee, which has just concluded 
its study. 

Can the present gold supply plus 
the annual gold production take care 
of the normal growth in business in 
the future? The answer of the com- 
mittee is definitely in the negative, 
under existing conditions. 

In this gold report the monetary 
requirements are calculated on four 
distinct assumptions: (1) That a re- 
serve of only 23 per cent is needed 
and that the rate of growth of de- 
mand is 2 per cent per annum; (2) 
that the regerve rate is 33 per cent, 
but the rate of growth is 3 per cent 
per annum; (3) that a reserve of 40 
per cent is needed, but the rate of 
growth is 2 per cent per annum; (4) 
that the reserve ratio is 40 per cent 
and the rate of growth is 3 per cent 
per annum. 

The league committee found,  ex- 
cept in the case of the first assump- 
tion, that the supply of “new gold 
available for monetary purposes will 
be inadequate by 1934, unless meas- 
ures to alleviate the situation are 
adopted in time.” 


What measures can be taken to 
meet the problem? That's the sub- 
ject, doubtless, which will interest the 
world bank leaders when they meet 
at the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York. 

Two new faces will be seen there. 

One is that of Dr. Luther, who suc- 
ceeded Dr. Hjalmar Schacht as presi- 
dent of the reichsbank. He has had 
a distinguished career. He is a for- 
mer chancellor, and has the _ confi- 
dence of the business groups to a re- 
markable degree. 

Eugene Meyer, Jr., new governor 
of the federal reserve board, will be 
the other new figure. He has lIfad a 
world of experience, is familiar with 
federal reserve policies, and ‘has the 
entire confidence of the administra- 
tion. 

Montagu Norman, bachelor head of 
the Bank of England, has a real job on 
his hands. Under the Norman lead- 
ership in the Bank of England the 
British pound was brought back to 
pre-war par. It was a very painful 
process, for deflation is much harder 
to attain than inflation. Put it this 
way: Inflation is the good time; de- 
flation is the morning aiter. : 

The recent condemnatiog of the 
gold standard of the Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce has caused 
many business men in England to won- 
der whether a new drive against the 
gold standard is about to open. 

The French are sitting pretty. Un- 
like the English, who deflated to bring 
the pound back to normal, the French, 
after a long period of inflation, re- 
fused to deflate, but did stabilize the 
franc at about one-seventh of its pre- 
war value. This resulted in a _ busi- 
ness expansion that has been the envy 
of the world. 

But the report of the gold commit- 
tee of the League of Nations, plus the 
rumblings heard throughout the world 
against the gold standard, makes the 
coming meeting of the banking lead- 
ers a world event. 


When Representative McFadden 
last April opposed the sale of repara- 
tion bonds in the United States, large- 
ly because from his viewpoint, it would 
involve the United States in Kuropean 
affairs to a dangerous degree in case 
a threat to amend the treaty of Ver- 
sailles were made, he was severely 
criticized and challenged in high 
places. Secretary Mellon said there 
was no connection whatsoever between 
reparation bonds and debt _ settle- 
ments. 

Is this first issue of German repara- 
tion bonds in danger of repudiation? 
Well, hardly! 

For Germany, under the Young 
plan, has agreed to make, during the 
next 37 years, annual payments aver- 
aging about $500,000,000. As the to- 
tal capital value of the June issue 
was about $200,000,000, this repre- 
sents merely a fraction of what Ger- 
‘many: is expected to pay. 

Any repudiation by Germany of 
this initial issue would be suicidal— 
it would destroy her credit at home 
and abroad. It would wreck her 
whole financial structure. No one

Amendments Analyzed by Watkins 


Edgar Watkins, Sr., prominent Atlanta attorney, in an address deliv. 


ered Wednesday nigh 


t over radio station WGST, briefly analyzed the 


13 constitutional amendments to be submitted to Georgia voters in the 
November general election, and outlined his reasons for recommending 


their defeat at the polls. 
Mr. Watkins’ address follows: 

You voters cf Georgia will have 
submitted to yo.. at the general elec- 
tion in November 13 amendments to 
our constitution, and you will decide 
wh: h, if any, of these shall be adopt- 
ed. These amendments are hidden in 
53 pages of the acts of the Georgia 
legislature and while they are required 
to be published in one*paper in each 
congressional district, few of you will 
have opportunity to see such publica- 
tions. 

As there is no conveniently avail- 
able opportunity to read and learn the 
purposes of these proposed changes in 
our fundamental law, and as’some at 
least of them are dangerous in their 
tendencies and all of them are im- 
portant, it was thought proper by the 
Civitan Club, in pursuance of its civic 
policy, to bring to your attention the 
provisions of these proposed changes 
and for that purpose I have been di- 
rected briefly to describe what it is 
proposed to do. 

Another reason why this study on 
your part is necesssary and proper 
is that when you are called upon to 
vote the ballots do not adequately dis- 
close the extent and character of the 
respective amendments. 

1. The first of these amendments 
authorizes the county of Richmund to 
supplement the salary paid by the 
State to its superior court judge to 
an extent which will make that salary 
$10,000 annually, This is not a new 
provision, | Fulton county has a simi- 
lar provision where its judges receive 
$12,000 annually. 

2. By this amendment it is pro- 
posed to amend paragraph 1 of sec- 
tion 7 of article VII of the present 
constitution of Georgia to permit the 


city of Cornelia to increase its bonded 
indebtedness upon the vote of two- 
thirds of its qualified citizens beyond 
the present constitutional power, 
which now is limited to 7 per centum 
of the assessed value of all taxable 
property. While this applies to one 
city only, the state is interested in 
the matter. Our constitutional limi- 
tations on the debt creating power of 
cities and counties has made our mu- 
nicipal and county bonds more valu- 
able than those of the average state. 
If this limitation is enlarged or re- 


| pealed and if any city or county in 


the state fails to meet its bonded ob- 
ligations, the effect will be injurious 
to the whole state. 


3. This amendment proposes a 
similar authority to increase bonded 
indebtedness in the city of Elberton 
as that just discussed with reference 
to the city of Cornelia, and what was 
there said applies to this amendment. 

in some respects this amend- 
ment is similar to’ those relating to 
Cornelia and Elberton, though it is 
even worse than those, for here it is 
proposed to permit the increase of the 
indebtedness of the city of Lakeland 
for the purpose of acquiring, holding, 
managing, maintaining, operating, im- 
proving, extending, and otherwise ne- 
gotiating the Lakeland railway or 
other railroad or other transportation 
property. The experience of states, 
cities, and counties in aiding private 
corporations has been disastrous and 
most constitutions, including ours, 
prohibit such aid. This amendment 
would seem to be very dangerous in 
its tendencies. 

5. By this amendment it is propos- 
ed to amend article VII, section 6, 
paragraph 2 of the present constitu- 
tion by -permitting Fulton county to 
pay pensions to its county officers 
and employees. There is no limit fix- 
ed in the amendment on the amount 
of these pensions, no age limit stated, 
and the authority seems to be full and 
complete in the county to do what it 
pleases with reference to pensions. 
Whatever might be said in favor of a 
general pension system of all civil 
service employees, it is a dangerous 
thing to give unlimited power to the 
commissioners of any county, however 
honest and discreet such commission- 
ers may be. 

6. By the sixth amendment con- 
tained in the acts of the legislature of 
1929 it is proposed to amend Article 
II, section 1, of the constitution to 
permit the commissioners of roads 
and revenues of Fulton cou@ty to es- 
tablish and administer sewerage, wa- 
ter, and fire prevention systems and 
to establish and maintain parks and 


o 


to levy assessments on propery there- 
for. The purposes named in -this pro- 
posed amendment are all necessary 
purposes. Fulton county is ctical- 
ly a unit and should be legally a unit 
without any sub unit of the city of 
Atlanta. The two governnients should 
be merged, thus saving duplication of 
Service and of regulation. An amend- 
ment making Fulton county coincident 
with the city of Atlanta, giving the 
county the powers that cities have, 
would meet the situation proposed in 
this amendment. 

7. The seventh of the proposed 
amendments authorizes the county of 
Glynn and the county of MeIntosh 
to establish districts for special sani- 
tation, fire prevention, police protec- 
tion, and uilding ig improving 
roads, and for these purposes to levy 
taxes and issue bonds, hat has been 
said about the sixth amendment ap- 
plies in large part to this amendment. 

8. This amendment proposes to 
amend Article VIII, section 4, para- 
graph 1, of the constitution of Geor- 
gia to authorize Pierce county to levy 
an additional tax for high school pur- 
poses, Aside from the danger ef in- 
creasing taxes at this time, and not- 
withstanding the worthy purpose of 
the tax, these local constitutional 
amendments are of doubtful propriety. 

a 26 roposed by this amend- 
ment to authorize Stephens county to 
issue bonds for hospital purposes, The 
purpose is a good one, but there is 
danger in having these constitutional 
amendments which apply to one or a 
few counties. 

10. This amendment proposes to au- 
thorize taxes on incomes. It will be 
recalled that the same legislature that 
submitted this amendment passed an 
income tax law. At the time of the 
passage of that law it was generally 
regarded as of doubtful constitutionai- 
ity. To provide against the possibility 
of the Jaw being held unconstitutional 
the amendment now under discussion 
was submitted. The statute, which 
the supreme court has held consti- 
tutional, authorizes a tax on incomes 
one-third of that now in force by the 
United States. The proposed amend- 
ment to the constitution limits the in- 
come tax to 5 per centuni. So, if 
this amendment passes, the statute it- 
self will exceed the amendment and, 
therefore, to that extent be void. 
Much can be said in favor of a con- 
stitutional amendment on this subject 
because if the supreme court of the 
State is right and the legislature with- 
out an amendment has power to pass 
an income tax, that power is unlimit- 
ed. The proposed amendment does 
limit the power and it would seem 
from past experience that there should 
be a limitation on the power of the 
legislature in this respect. That the 
state might receive the same income 
taxes as received under the present 
law Should this amendment pass, the 
taxes against small incomes would 
have to be increased and the amend- 
ment itself would decrease the amount 
of taxes paid by those receiving large 
incomes. . . 

11. By this amendment it is pro- 
poe to authorize the counties of 

roup and Heard to exempt from all 
kinds of taxes a hydro-electric dam 
on the Chattahoochee river. Certain 
provisions for flood control are in- 
cluded in the proposed amendment. 
Here again there is a deviation from 
the principle that constitutions should 
be general and fundamental. 

2. By this amendment it is pro- 

posed to authorize Washington coun- 
ty to make temporary loans. The 
loans so authorized if the amendment 
pass might exceed the limitation now 
existing on ‘the debt creating. pow:r 
of counties. 
_ 13. Certain of the larger counties, 
including Fulton, are authorized by 
this amendment to establish zoning 
laws. Planning and zoning statutes 
are valuable and should exist in every 
growing city. The supreme court of 
Georgia has held that the zoning law 
of Atlanta is unconstitutional. The 
supreme court of the United States 
has held that such laws properly 
drawn are not contraty to the fed- 
etal constitution. An appropriate gen- 
eral amendment ought to be passed 
authorizing the legislature to pre- 
scribe laws authorizing zoning and 
planning. The only objection to this 
amendment, as I see it, is that it is 
local and not general.

Both are 
coming freely on the market now, and 
are in big demand. Every southwest 
Georgia child chews sugar cane, anil 
dotes on it. It is a taste and an art 
not readily acquired by those who 
move here from more northern sec- 
tions. 

Yield of both cane and potatoes 
promises to be good this  seasun. 
Rains which prevailed almost daily 
last week were of value to the cane 
crop, and some farmers coming here 
from the section on the border of 
Thomas and Grady counties report 
that the cane in their section is ex- 
cellent. Grady county ordinarily pro- 
duces more cane and cane syrup than 
any other Georgia county.

BACON ASKS ITZENS 
VETS GET U.S. WORK 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—(#)—A 
recommendation that government con- 
struction contracts carry a _ stipula- 
tion that preference be given Ameri- 
can citizens and former service men 
in employment of labor has been made 
to President Hoover by Representa- 
tive Bacon, republican, New York. 

“It creates great social discontent,” 
he wrote, “when ‘ex-service men and 
other American citizens are willing 
to work and have that work refused 
them because aliens may be obtained 
at less than the prevailing scale of 
wages,” 

His letter was made public today. 

In a_ separate communication to 
Secretary Mellon Bacon said he had 
heard of instances in the middle west, 
Pennsylvania and on Long Island 
where contractors recruited labor from 
remote points for work on postoffices 
and veterans’ hospitals, bringing it to 
“an already demoralized labor market 
and leaving the local labor supply in 
the rather sorry position of specta- 
tors.” 

“Even in the erection of a veterans’ 
bureau hospital,’ he added, “an ex- 
service man cannot today get a job 
if the contractor wills that cheap 
aliens should fill his role.” 

Bacon said the United States was 
faced with unemployment and the 
government had put in motion a vast 

ublie building program to help re-

It takes a number of things to make a really effective ball carrying 
back, but a good ball carrier may owe his success to one or two well 


developed tricks. 

One -of the most important and 
widely-used of these is the stiff arm, 
which is valueless unless the ‘tackler 
is coming straight from the side, or 
slightly behind. Contrary to popu- 
lar belief, the stiff arm is not designed 
to knock the tackler away, for few 
backs have power enough in their 
arms for that. 

Bat if a back gets his hand on 
the tackler’s head or shoulder he 
should be able to keep him at a 
safe distance until he runs his 
feet around him, as it were. 

The change of pace is also very val- 
uable when the tackler is coming from 
one side. It looks like a slowing up, 
or break in the stride, and therein 
lies the deception. The apparent 
slowing up causes the tackler to do 
likewise, or lose his speed and bal- 
ance, Then before he recovers the 
ball carrier is past, for his break in 
stride was only apparent, and not ac- 


tual. 
CAN BE LEARNED. 


The change of pace and stiff arm 
can be taught to average ball car- 
riers, many of whom have their own 
variations of hip motions that are de- 
ceptive, but the one thing with which | 
a player must be born is the ability to 
dodge. 

Dodging is the hardest of all tricks 
to teach a ball carrier and many play- 
ers who master the others never real- 
ly learn how to dodge. Although my 
information is hearsay, for I never 
saw him play, Ray Morrison, now 
coach at 8S. M. U., must have been the 
best dodger this section of the country | 
ever saw. 

A big back may rely largely 
on his drive, or leg power, but 
in college footbaH this alone is 
not enough, for the tacklers. too, 
are big, and powerful enough, so 
whenever you hear of a really 
good ball carrier, you be certain 
that he is master of at least one 
or two good tricks for use beyond 
his line of scrimmage. There nev-

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—(@)— 
President. Hoover today told the 
initial meeting of the planning oom- 
mittee of his conference on home 
building and home ownership that it 
“should be possible in our country 
for anybody of sound character and 
industrious habits to provide him- 
self with adequate housing and prefer- 
ably to buy his own home.” 


The committee held its first ses- 
sion at the White House. It was set 
up at the suggestion of Mr. Hoover 
to study the problem of home owner- 
ship with a view to making it easier 
fur the average citizen to own a house. 

The president told the committee 
the financing of home building, es- 
pecially through second mortgages, is 
“fhe most backward segment of our 
whole credit system.” He added it was 
easier to borrow. “SS per cent on an 
automobile and repay it on the in- 
stallment plan than te buy a home 
on that basis—and generally the house 
requires a higher interest rate.’”” 


“I appreciate very much the high 
sense of public service which has 
brought you here today,” the presi- 
dent said. “I would not have asked 
you to come if I had not felt deeply 
that there was.a real need. 

“For some years the business com- 
munity, our municipalities and great 
numbers of associations devot to 
the promotion of public welfare, have 
interested themselves in the problems 
of more adequate housing and home 
ownership. 

“I will say at once that we have a 
larger proportion of = housing 
than any other country in the world, 
but we still lag far behind our na- 
tional ideals for homes for all our 

ple. Substantial advances have 

n made in some parts of the coun- 
try; great experience has been gained 
through national inquiry with view to 
a summation of ‘this experience, the 
mobilization of existing movements, 
and the possible development from it 
of a’ new state of thought and ac- 
tion.”

WIDOW RUNS AMOK 
IN OKLAROMA COURT 


ENID, Okl.u., Sept. 24.—(4)—An- 
gered by an unfavorable court decis- 
ion, Mrs. Dolly Douthitt, eccentric 60- 
year-old widow, critically wounded H.

secuting”’ her. 

The first bullet struck the commis- 
sioner. wounding him in the abdomen. 
The next missed the presiding judge. 
Roy Elam, young attorney, disarmed 
the maddened woman with the help 
of court attaches as she attempted to 
shoot him. 

The courthouse was thrown into an 
uproar. Aout 30 persons were in 
the courtroom and panic prevailed 
there. In other parts of the building 
the shots were heard and it was be- 
lieved prisoners in che county jail, 
atop the building, were attempting to 
escape. 

Mrs. Douthitt was placed in jail. 
Filing of charges awaited the outcome 
of Wedgwood’s wounds. 

H. G. Sturgis, pioneer Enid lawyer, 
who, as county attorney, prosecuted 
Mrs. Douthitt for the slaying of her 
husband in 1904, said Douthitt was 
shot as he started out the door of his 
farm house to milk his cows. The 
Douthitt farm since has been engulfed 
by the growing city of Enid and Mrs.

The farm house, made 
unhabitable by fire, was shunned by 
the young and superstitious as “haunt- 
ed” until it was torn down about a 
year ago.

U.S. ToSeek More Aid 
In Canada on Dry Law 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—(P)—A 
proposal for a mutual American- 
Canadian agreement, to strengthen en- 
forcement of prohibition along the sea- 


menaces to navigation may be made 
shortly by the state department to the 
Ottawa government. 

' Brought prominently to the fore by 
the Canadian government’s protest re- 
cently against the seizure within the 
12-mile rum smuggling treaty limit of 
the Canadian vessel Firelight for run- 
ning without lights, the whole ques- 
tion of coastal navigation may become 
the subject of diplomatic conversa- 
tions between the two governments. 

While department officials consider 
the American government’s acknowl- 
edgment of Canada’s protest closed 
the incident of the Firelight, it is felt 
here that some steps would be taken 
to. protect shipping. against possible 
collisions neargthe coasts with ves- 
sels running without lights, whether 
carrying rum or other commodities. 

The Canadian protest was not made 
against the seizure of the vessel, since. 
the boat was later released. The Ot- 
tawa government did stress, however, 
its feeling that the American acticn 
in seizing the Canadian vessel for vio- 
lation of a domestic American naziga- 
tion law under the terms of an anti- 
rum smuggling treaty constituted a 
breach of principle. 

Coast guard officials have already 
discussed the question with legal ex- 
perts of the state department and have 
suggested that steps be taken to pro- 
tect navigation along the coasts. One 
of the principal difficulties which has 
confronted the coast guard in the en- 
forcement of prohibition is*that many 
rum runners ply the coasts without 
lights and it is believed by coast guard 
officials that an agreement under 
which a nation would refuse to sup- 
port the master of a vessel running 
without lights, whether carrying rum 
or not, would discourage the practice 
and facilitate the work of enforce- 
ment along the coasts. 


Miami Mob Victim 
Held as Radical 


MIAMI, Fla., Sept. 24.—(#)—Da- 
vid Weinberg, 44, Miami tailor, who 
was tarred and feathered by unknown 
men last. night, was described today 
as a “dangerous radical’ by Chief 
of Detectives L. O. Scarboro after a 
large quantity of communistic and 
racial equality tracts had been found 
by detectives at Weinberg’s home. 

Chief Scarboro said tracts similar 
to those found in Weinberg’s home 
had been distributed recently among 
many of Miami’s negro population. 

“We have been searching for the 
man who passed out to negroes these 
booklets urging them to join com- 
munist organizations,” Scarboro said. 
“It would appear that Weinberg has 
been at the head of or connected with 
a local group of communists seeking 
to stir up racial strife among the 
negroes here. There is no question 
but that he was a ‘hot’ radical, and 
that as such he was dangerous.” 

The detective chief said he had re- 
ceived no information tending to 
identify the three men who beat and 
gagged Weinberg and then tarred and 
feathered him and tossed him, un- 
clothed and tied in a- white hooded 
garment from an automobile in down- 
town Miami early today. 

“IT: have no idea as yet whether it 
was the work of an organization or 
of individuals,” he said. 

Weinberg was held in jail on a 
tentative charge of investigation after 
the tar and feathers were removed 
from his body at a hospital. 

Application for a writ of habeas 
corpus for Weinberg was filed in cir- 
cuit court by the tailor’s attorney 
shortly after noon today. Hearing on 
the petition was set for tomorrow 
morning by Judge Paul Barns,
